PENSACOLA BOAT IN HAR- 
BOR AFTER NIGHT OF 
DESPAIR 


Pensacola, Fla., May 29.— 
The pleasure boat Swan, with 
about fifty persons aboard 
which was missing throughout 
the night, reached her dock 
here early today, with all 
hands aboard safe.

t under date of October 30, 1921, read this way: 


What is described as the first “super power zone” was put into 
actual operation this week, according to announcement tonight from 
the general offices of the Southern Power company here, through 
utilization of surplus hydroelectric power in Alabama. Half a dozen . 
cotton mills in central North Carolina, which have been idle for 
weeks because of lack of electric power resulting from drouth, were 
enabled to resume operations. 

The feat marks an epoch in electric power developments and brings 
to realization what has been the dream of engineers, industtrial lead- 
ers and statesmen for years. 


| It was a simple matter.- Alabama Power company had built a trans 
mission line connecting its power, steam and water, with the Georgia 
hydroelectric system. ‘The Georgia system was, in turn, connected with 
the wires of the North and South Carolina systems. The fluid traveled 
from Alabama to Carolina mills 600 miles distant and, behold, idle 
wheels turned and idle men returned to work. 


The vision is not complete until one senses the dual source of power. 
The rivers of the south are powerful in winter. In summer they rua 
low and generate a much smaller supply of power. But at Gorgas, on 
the Warrior river, there was a steam generating plant on top of a coal 
mine. When the rivers are low this and other steam plants hard by 
the inexhaustible coal seams of the south supply the void, 


There is a third element in the composite whole, That is the storage 
basins that can catch and hold the floodtide waters and let them down 
stream when the flow is small. With the three sources of power avail- 
wble and all correlated, the south will indeed be smokeless and there will 


be power transferable at will to points where needed through the intey- 
connection of the systems, 


What does this signify in the ultimate? That, through the correlation 
of these combined systems, there will be power for New Orleans, Mem- 
phis and Vicksburg on the Mississippi; power for Jacksonville, Fernan- 
dina, Brunswick, Savannah, Charleston and Wilmington on the Atlantic; 
for Mobile on the gulf; for Na: hville, Kingsport and Johnson City on the 
morth. It will come through the correlation of existing systems in Ala- 
bama, Georgia, Tennessee and the Carolinas. That great empire will 
ibe fed by flow of rivers when abundant and by opening the gates of 
storage basins and firing boilers in steam plants built on top of coal 
mines with coal at engine doors when waters run low,

ELIMORE COUNTY MAN IS 
SHOT TO DEATH; AN- 
OTHER IN JAIL. 

Wetumpka, Ala., May 18.— 
A. J. Langley was confined in 
the Elmore county jail, Thurs- 
day, und according to a state- 
ment from the sherift’s office 
is the self confessed slayer of 
R. C. Wilson. Wilson, aged 
68, was found dead in the road 
leading from Wetumpka to 
Tallassee eight miles east of 
Wetumpka Wednesday morn- 
ing, a load of shot had entered 
Wilson’s chest, evidently fired 
at close range. Langley, who 
is 60 years of age, is said to 
have walked into the sheriff's 
office and surrendered, but re~ 
fuses to make any statement 
as to the cause of the difficul- 
ty. Two shots are said to 
have been fired, but only one 
took effect. When Wilson’s 
body was found, there was a 
small knife lying on the ground 
near him. Jt is not known 
that any trouble had existed 
between the two men in recent 
months, though there was some 
difference between them about 
two years ago, according to 
rumers. 

Both men were neighbors, 
living’ within a mile of, each 
other, each having the  res- 
pect of his neighborhood. 
Wilson’s wife died in January. 
They had no children.
